by fabulous salaries paid less for art than for artificial 
popularity where the quantity production principle made 
such salaries easy t«> pay. 
Movie trr-t^s s«« something 


Uke $1.000.000 a year plus a bonus paid to a child whose 
qualities could be duplicated in thousands of other chil- 
dren. 
But if this sort of thing is to be eliminated who 


is to be the gainer — the public or the business monopoly? 


We have no doubt that under Mr. Hays' facile di- 


rection a specious propaganda could be prepared show- 
Ing how the economy realized from the slashing of 
salaries had been put into improvement of production so 
that audiences for the same price would receive higher 
ralue. But who has the slightest inkling of a suspicion 
:hat admission prices to film shows will be reduced in 
ionsequence of the saving? 
With the invention of the cinema the human race 


fell heir to a means of entertainment which, by quantity 
production, could be made so nominal in cost that only 
the time spent need have been considered as the price of 
attending a show. The first admissions, when mechanics 
were crude but correspondingly expensive, and quantity 
production was still in iu> infancy, were 5 cents. Now a 
nickle only pays the war tax and in feature productions 
or regular shows in New York not even that. 


Perhaps we have as jrood as could be expected from 


a great invention exploited for swollen profits only. 
But the blurb about moral and efficiency reforms is 
wearying. 
If the stars of filmdom are a greedy, vulgar. 


childish lot they have been made so not for art's sake 
but for gain's sake. 


co community feel the same way about it as Mr. Under- 
wood and the people for whom he speaks, and are in- 
clined to take issue with him on his statement that other 
sections get all the new roads. The truth is that about 
all the gravel road construction leads, as he said, AWAY 
from the county center instead of into it, but so badly 
do we need good gravel roads in EVERY part of the 
v-ounty that no one is inclined to criticize harshly when a 
decent piece of gravel road is built. 


Manifestly we should build more gravel roads in 


every part of the county, altho it is only good business 
to build those first that will "do the greatest amount of 
good to our own people. 
The business interests of 


("oshocton complain bitterly about the amount of money 
that is sent away to mail order houses during the win- 
ter months, but the fact that it is being sent away year 
after year is based on some valid reason and we know 
of none so potential as the fact that our people either 
have to do thai very thing or go to cities outside of the 
county to do their buying. 


There should be a complete understanding im- 


mediately between our county officials, the people of our 
remote townships and the business interests here in Cosh- 
octon with a view to the adoption and completion of an 
intra-county system of highways that will do the great- 
est possible amount of good to our own people. It is true 
that we haven't the money to hard surface our town- 
ship roads, but there is no reason why they cannot be 
put in good shape for winter travel by a liberal use of 
gravel. 
If we hope to keep the county abreast of the 


times there must be concerted action without more delav.

BOUNTIES whose local commerce i.s paralyzed five 
\*s months in every, year because of bad roads are 
manifestly in poor shape to compete in the industrial and 
agricultural race with neighboring counties whose system 
of intra-county highways permits men in all vocations 
to travel at will and to barter with one another as freely 
in the winter as they do at other seasons of the year. 


Transportation and commerce are not fair weather 


enterprises. 
The world will not wait on a town, no 


matter how enterprising in other respects its citizens 
are, that is cut off from the world from November to May 
solely on account of impassable roads. Progressive com- 
munities demand open thorofares in December the same 
as in June. If the people in the outlying sections of a 
county can't get to their county-seat in January to do 
their trading, they will do the next best thing — they will 
go to the county-seat of a neighboring county — and the 
habit thus formed maj- eventually be continued thru the 
fair weather months. 


It has been said a thousand times that the coming 


of the motor vehicle has worked a social and economic 
revolution. 
This revolution has been so recent and hag 


come so quickly that few of us appreciate it. But it is 
on us and its first demand upon local communities, states 
and the nation at large, is for better roads. 
Until we 


have gone further in road building this demand will 
appear insatiable. 
And it will not fte appeased until 


counties like Coshocton are connected with main inter- 
county highways east and west, north and south, and 
until they have an intra-county system of high grade 
county roads acting as feeders to the main paved high- 
ways. 


Every section of this county is entitled to connection 


with the city of Coshocton every month, every day in 
the year. This county is entitled to hard surfaced roads 
connecting us with Mt. Vernon on the west. Cambridge 
to the east and Zanesville and Newark on the south and 
west. But especially within the county are our citizens 
entitled to gravel roads of such quality as will forever 
put an end to such interviews with our own peopie as 
was carried in an issue of this paper last week. We 
dislike 10 dwell on such statements as this citizen of 
Perry-twp. made, but it was so true that candor compels 
a re-statement of some of the things he said:
